For in the caſe-above mentioned, ( as in all other De- 
baces)we finde clearly chis ſpiritual circumſtance.of cun-. 
ſcience, Juſtice, or Injuſtice; Sin, or Vertue concurring. 
Which was the reaſon ,, why one Brother complained a - 
oainft the other ; petitioning Chriſt for Juſtice ; and yer 
our Sayiour openly denied any. power in himſelf co 1n- 
cermedle in that caſe., Which truly he could not do, if 
any way dire@ly, or indire&tly he might, as a competent 
judge, derermine that Temporal debate. And yec all 
this notwithftanding,he anſwered (in effe& ) policavely, 
that in that caſe he was not a comperent Plies The 
reaſon whereof,is very clear: For if ſuch temporal caſes 
or controverſies, as have yertue,or fin; juſtice,or inju- 
ſtice annexed unto them, had been ſubje&rto the ſpiritu- 
al-power, then all caſes and controverlies of the world 


muſt have bin likewiſe decided,byPopes,or ſome ſpiritual: 


power: And ſo no caſe or controverfie left tothe Tem- 
poralJudicature; becauſe there is nodebate without Ju- 
ttice, or injuſtice, ſin,or vertue, on one fide or other. 


' But Chriſt being of a contrary perſwaſion , denyed' 


flatly any power at all in himſelf ro intermeddle in that 
temporal debate of the two Bre hers : 1. For being him- 
ſelf in temporal affairs: as welb ſubje& to Ceſar:, and 
afterwards to Pilate, as any other ſubje& ofthe Empire, 
Matt, the 22. 21. and Jdbn 19-7, Ir is manifeſt that in 
the ſame temporal order and caſe , wherein he was ſub- 
jettoCeſarand to Pilate, he could not bealſo dire&ly, 


- or indire&ly their Judge and Superiour ; if we. ſhould: ' 
notadmir, , that, in the ſame cules and relativelyto the 
Tnferiour and Superiour,, - 
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Allwhich being well pondered , let us now conſiders 
how Popes, or other ſpiricual Superiours of the Church, 
(if-not pf a more ample Power then Chriſt ) may be 
5 udges: oh Superivurs to Princes in temporal Aﬀaires, 
or Controverhes ; this being a privitedge which: Chriſt 
himſelfhadnot ? 

The truth is , that neither Chriſt as Prieſt, or many, 
could ever judge, or intermedle with temporal cauſes , 
or-debatesz and therefore John the 18. 36. He confeſſed 
that his Kingdome was'not of this world ; which accor- 
ding toall the Expofitors, was as much as to ſay,that his 
Power was not over worldly Afﬀaires: And therefore 
Matt. the 22. 21. the anſwered the Phariſees, Render the 
things that areCzlars to Czlar, and the things that are Gods 
t»God ; which was nothing elſe, but to render the tem- 
poral things to Ceſar, and the Spiritual to God, and his 
Priefts. Hence ir is, that Sedwlzus FC received by the 
whole Church ) in hisreproach againſt Herod ,when he 
feared vainly our Saviours comming , as King over the 
Jews; faid; why Herod doeſt thou fear Chrift, for he is 
not come to deprive any man of his temporallicy ,. but 
ro give him eternity. Hoſtis Herodes impie , regem' venire 
quid times ? non eripit mortalia, quiregna dat Celejtia, © 

And this fichence the beginning of Prieſt-hood and 
Royalty , was the Bond and limit between Prieſt-hood. 
and King, even in the law- of Nature among the Ro- 
mans, that as Kings in that quality, could never ex- 
erciſe the ſpiritual Fun&ion ;' ſo Prieſts as Prieſts, could 
never intermeddle with temporal Aﬀairs , Nefas eſſe ar- 
tlitrantes ut Deorum Sacerdotes rebus mundanis vacarent : E= 
ſteeming it criminal that the Prieſts of the Gods ſhould 
be bufied m worldly things: And therefore ſaithlVirgs!, - 
theGentile _, 

Jupiter inCelis 3 Ceſar regit omnia terris, - 

After the, Law of Nature_came'the Law of "Moſes, 

Zudges and Kings, wherein we find commanded ," 2 Para- 
ip. 19, That the Prieft ſhould never intermeddle with -

temporal cauſes. Amaria ( ſaith the text ) the Prieſt, 
aud your Biſhop , ſhall be chief tm thoſe things which pertainto - 
God; thar is, in all ſpiritual controvecrties of the Law, of 
the Commandements, of Ceremonies, of Fuftificallwh, as we 
read in the ſame place; But Zabadias the: ſon of Iſmahel, 
who is the Prince in the houſe of fFuda, ſhall be over thoſe works 
which pertain #0 the Kings office, that is, overall temporal 
affairs. Whereby it is clear, that the Prieſts had nothing 
to doin temporal cauſes; as the Kings could neveruſurp 
che ſpiritual funion.. | 

Then after came our Saviour, and the Law of- Grace; 
wherein we find the ſame order and limits twixt 
Prieſthood and Royalty, .obſerved anyl commanded, as 
aforeſaid; nothing ascocthis,changed, or different from 
the Law of Moſes, or Nature z buc ftraightly ordained, 
that the Prieſts ſhould look to their ſpiritual charges and. 
leave the temporal to Ceſar. And therefore ſaith the 
Apoftle, 2 Cor.-10. a. The weapons of our warfare are nit - 
carnal; which, according to all Expolitors, is as much 
to ſay, as that our power is not for temporal affairs; and 
therefore, 2 Tim--2. 4.. the Apoſtle ſaith, No man being a 
ſouldier to: God, intangleth himſelf with ſecular buſineſſes: 
And if ſo, how then may Popes, or any ſpiricual power,.. 
depoſe Kings of their temporal Kingdoms; or diſf- 
charge Subje&s: from their Allegiance co their Sove- 
raigns ? 

Secondly, we find clearly in Scripture, that all-Souls- 
(none excepted ) arebound jure divine, and underpain -. 
of damnation,to obey cheir Kings and Soveraigns, how - 
wicked ſoever,as you may ſee Kom,13. and 1 Per.2.13,18.

the Apoſtle ro the Seniors; Feed the flock of God, which is 
among roviding not by confiraint, but willingly,according 
to God —MiWver- ruling the Clergy , but made examplesof the 


. flock, from the heart, And how then may any Paſtor by 


force and conſtraint deprive Kings of their Kingdomes ; 
or by an over-ruling power, command either Clergy or 
Laity not to obey their natural Soveraigns? 
Fourthlv,we find in holy Writ, Prov. 8. 15; Wiſd. 6.4. 
Dan 2. 21,37. andc.q,14 andc, 5.21. and Ofee 13.11.
